 ¥am hot afham’d of the Relation of any 


honeft Man, yet J fhould be heartily a- 
fham’d of being related to any Man, how- 
éver: Great, who had fo far degenerated 
frbm juftice and Honour, as to own the 
Prificiples in that Letter, and who flies in 
the Fhcé of the late King, the prefent Con- 
ftitution; the QUEEN, th¢Succeffion, and 
ail the United Building of Britain’s prefent 


Government. 


However, I {poke fomething in that Pas 
per to a Part of the Letter which concerns 
the prefent Confinement of the Gentlemen 
now Prifoners in Scotland, and the extraor- 
dinary Law made this laft Parliament, for 
fufpending the Habeas Corpus AQ, fo far as it 
relates to them. ; 

In all Cafes of fuch a Nature, where any 
Perfons are fallen under the Difpleafure of 
the Goveroment, it has been my Way ne- 
ver to pufh on the publick Refentments, 
the Law is apt enongh to pufh on it felf; 
Juftice has Iron Hands, tho’ it has Leaden 
Wings, and Iam never forencreafing Men’g 
Affliétions ; the Guilty no doubt have @y 
nough to grapple with, the Annocent hayq 
enough to fupport thems’GOD forbid, I 
fhould add to the Burthén of Either, oe 
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they the worft Men in the World, much 
lefs while they are Perfons of Honour and 
Quallity, uncondemn’d and unexamin’d, 
and only taken up by Way of Precaution. 
But what | fhall fpeak, fhall at prefent re- 
late to-the Circumftances ef their Con- 
finement, more than tothe Perfons confin’d. 
Ifhali not pretend to fuppofe, nor is it 
fuppofed even by the Government, that 
on Examination every Perfon confin’d thall 
appear Guilty, and GOD forbid 1 fhould 
think fo, no queftion there may be fome 
that are only number’d with the Tranfgref- 
‘fors, and who fuffer for having been found 
in bad Company— Nay ‘I perfwade my felf, 
that every Roman Catholick is neither in 
this Deffgn, or did fo much as with its 
“Succefs; I have nothing to fay here, nor is 
it the Bufinefs of this Paper todifpute, what 
‘Men are led to meerly by Principles of 
Religion 5 butthis} know, there are ma- 
-ny Gentlemen of the Roman Faith in this 
‘Ifland, who being able to judge rightly of 
their Intereft as Britains, and the Intereft 
of their Families, who have Eftates to lofe, 
or rather to fave, are fo fenfible ic is their 
true Intereft to preferve the publick Peace, 
and how deep Sufferers they fhould be in 
all Attempts againft chat; however they 
might be pleafed to have their own Retigi 
on advanc’d, yet can never be brought to 
with for it, with a the Circumftantes of 
Blood, Confufion and Diforder, which muft 
neceflarily follow the Attempt—And there- 
fore I cannot believe even every Roman Ca- 
tholick in this Defign, I am alfo fully per- 
{waded, and abundantly hopeful, that fome 
of the Roman Catholick Gentlemen, now 
under Confinement, will appear to be of 
this Number, being Men of Honour, Eftates, 
Experience and Sence; but of that here- 
after. Much more fhallY hope, that {uch 
Gentlemen among them, who have been 
always zealous for the Proteftant Intereft, 
and the prefent Presbyterian Government, 
rhat have been formerly in the like Circum- 
Rances, and in the fame Place for oppofing 
‘the very Party they are now fufpeéted to 
amft 3 Ifay, I cannot buthope, that fuch 
es thefe fhall on their farther Examination 
appear Innocent 3 for 1 cannot bat believe, 
J thal always be abie to fay, ia Anfwer to 


the vile Suggeftions of a Party among us, 
that tho’ many of the Presbyterian Party 
oppos’d the Union, not one of them were 
concern’d in the Invafion—As to who they 
are, that are moft tv be fvfpedted had a 
Hand in this vile Defign,-I fhail hint at that 
atterward, 

But now, Gentlefhen, after I have fug- 
fefted all this, as tothe Innocerce of the 
Gentlemen coniia’d, and do !.cartily fay, 
as a Charity due to Men in Diftrefs, GOD 
fend them a good Deliverance ; yet the 
Circumftatices of their refpe&tive Cafes 
aouruantly jultifie her Maje(ty and the 
Governmenein their Condua,in this Affair 
of their Imprifonment, and that is my next 
Article. 

For when I {gy, Il bape many of them will 
appear J:aocen*, (d0 a0 way {uppofe, the 
prefer: Circun fiances confider’d, thet alt of 
them might nor. be julcly cender’d ‘ulpedted ; 
fome by Fareily, fume by Principles, fome 
by Pratiices, having besn known to ftand 
ona F.ot differing with-the prefent Eftab- 
lifhment 3 and it is no Tujuftice to fulpe& 
thole, who by any, ofthefe may be fuppofed- 
to with for, or be pleas’d with the Altera- 
tlom. 

Punifhments and Sentences can only pals 
after pofitive Evidence in Faat, and fo the 
Guilty alone can fuff-r; buc Sufpicions are 
grounded upon the Surface of Things, and 
are formed from a Judgment made on Mens 
Interefts as well as Adlions; and thus he 
who is by Principle a Facobite, ora’ Roman 
Catholick, and ‘fo may be. fuppofed to be 
in Intereft oblig’d to purfue fuch a Defign, 
may be juftly fufpeéted to purfue it, be- 
caufe all Men are fuppofed to purfue what 
is known to be their Intercft. 

Her Majefty therefore, who isa Princefs 
of Native Tendernefs, can by no means be 
charged with Cruelty, to the Perfons of 
the Gentlemen confin’d $ and if the'Gentle- 
men themfelves would be pleafed to refieé& 
on the Cruelty of the Defign it felf againft 
the whole Ifland, which it would take up 
too much Room here to enlarge upon 3 
how they would have dethron’d our Liber- 
ty, diffulv’d our Conftitution, depos’d our 
Sovereign, aod in fhort involv’d us all in 
Blood, Miferyand Devaftation; It requires 

a much 


a much bettee Pen than mince to give you a 
lively Defcription of the Confequences of 
this Matter, at leaft fo plain as to make 
you iruly fenfible of the thing at a Diftance. 
,. And irdeed the Want of trie Ideas for- 
med it: the. Minds of our People of the things 
they muft have fuffer’d, and the Monfters 
hid in the Womb of a Frenck Iavafion, are 
the great Reafons, why the Clamours now 
raifed at the Confinement, and other Ufaze 
of thefe Gentlemen, is fu much carry’d on— 
Even juft as it is the great Reafon, why 
we are not fufficicntly thankful to Almighty 
GOD for the Deliverance it felft 

And what could the Government do lefs 
than fecure the Perfons of fuch Gentlemen, 
whom they might have_Reafon to appre- 
hend were not their Friends ; fecuring their 
Perlons, if they are not Guilty, is the leaft 
Injury that could be done them in the Cafe 
of a common Calamity 3 for the Govern- 
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ment offers a¢ nothing bur a Tryal of ics 
Friends ; the Government does not pretend 
to judge cf Weir Guilt, that mafi be de- 
termined by Liwy in which I doubt not 
they will have Cau, whatever they thought 
before, ta blefy GOD for the Union, by 
which their Eygnousy Lines and Eflates are 
no more at the Merey of their private 
Enemies, but they will have a fair, legal, 
juft and honourable Opportunity to vindi- 
cate themfelves, have all Encouragement 
to clear.chemfelves,, and have their Exone- 
raticn as publick as theirMisfortune——— Per- 
havs every Body is not equally fenfib'e of 
the Advantage they have by this; but [ 
fhall endeavour to make it plainer in my 
next, when I thal) fay fomething to the 
News we have of the Prifoners being feat 
for to England, and of which they make 
great Complaint here as an uarealonable 
ardfhip.

—Ah, 
fays the Minifter, that) / tefl youa Story, 
and willyou.aot be angry ? Say cway, (ays 
‘the Gentiemen, at which the Minitter te- 
ins. ; 
. in unhappy Lad wasiaServanr toa Gen 
tleman who had been very rakifh and de- 
bauch’d, and rumaa unufual Length in all 
Manner of Ccimves, that the Youch began to 
be veryweary of hisService, it hoppen’d,thet 
this Gentleman talling iago a lingring Dif- 
eafe,amd perbaps in fome Profpect of Death, 
begun to refieét a litthe; and grew very 
penfive and melaacholy, and often retit’d
